The Approaching Harvest 
— 

According to the most reliable rtports by banks, elevator companies, rail- 
ways and Government departments available at the time of writing this artl- 
cle, Western Canada is on the eve of harvesting the greatest wheat crop in its 
history. Conditions in all three Prairie Provinces are reported as being 
uniformly favorable, with losses and adverse conditions applicable. only to 
comparatively small and isolated districts. 

The net result is a generally accepted estimate of a crop of 500,000,000 
bushels of wheat, not to speak of other grains. Such a production means 
hundreds of millions of bushels as an exportable surplus, for which Canada 
mist find a market in other countries. At the same time it is estimated that 
the United States will have an exportable surplus of 200,000,000 bushels as 
well as a surplus carried over from last year. Crop conditions in Australia 
and the Argentine are reported as good, and it is even predicted that Russia 
will have wheat for export, although Yhe condition of the Russian transporta* 
tion systems may make shipment difficult. b 

With such a volume of wheat for sale it is inevitable that world prices 
will fall,-especially as some of the European nations which in pre-war years 
were large buyers of wheat are now unable to purchase largely because of 
their depreciated currency and lack of credit. The sale of the 1923 wheat-crop at 
a price which will yield a fair margin of profit to the farmer is, therefore, 
one of the biggest problems confronting Canada at the present time. 

Another problem created by such a record crop as now seems well nigh 
assured is the obtaining of a sufficiently large army of harvest hands to see it 
safely garnered and threshed. It is estimated that from 50,000 to 60,000 men 
will have to bé brought into the West for this purpose. With a heavy call 
for farm labor there is danger of unduly high wages being demanded—that is, 
wages higher than the selling price of the wheat will warrant the farmer pay- 
ing. It would seem, therefore, a wise prceaution for farmers to take to write 
friends and relatives in the East inviting them to come out and assist them 
in the harvest. 

A third big task which the 1923 crop will impose on the country is the 
work of transportation. Fortunately, both our big railway systems are well 
equipped for the task, and better equipped than ever before. Increased ter- 
minals facilities have also been created, and unless thére is congestion in beat 
traflic on the Lakes, all should go well. Present prospects, also, are for a 
comparatively early harvest, and this will prove a most helpful factor both in 
harvesting and threshing operations and in transportation. 

With a heavy crop all over the country to be threshed, there will be ap- 

—prehension among some farmers that they will not be able to get threshed 
within reasonable time after cutting, and consequently a temptation to pur- 
chase their own outfits, although such an investment may be considerably 
beyond their resources and they may lack, the experience necessary to suc- 
cessful operation of threshing machines. Wisdom would dietate a policy of 
“going slow” in the purchase of very expensive machinery on the strength of 
one exceptionally heavy crop and ‘present conditions, 

- On the other hand, with no Wheat Board in existence and no possibility 
of creating a voluntary co-operative pooling system for this year’s crop, great 
necessity exists for the most extensive co-operation by. Andividyal farmers 
in their respective local districts. They should endeavor to devise local 
methods of co-operation, whereby, Anstead of competing one one against the 
other, they would pool their efforts in the engagement and distribution of farm 
help, in the securing and distribution of threshing outfits, in the marketing 
and selling of their crops, and, in general, in the development of plans cal- 
culated to advance their mutual interests. 

Such local co-operative arrangements have proved of value and substan- 
tial profit to farmers in certain districts in past years. Some scheme can be 
devised in most districts if the farmers only get together to Work it out. 
What is applicable in one place may not be feasible elsewhere, but if a spirit 
of mutual confidnce, of a willingness to compromise differences, of fair play, 
prevails in any given district, untold” advantages will accrue to those who 
make an earnest attempt at local co-operation the one with the other.

Vessels Entering Canadian Poms Must 
Bond Chinese Crew 

A number of changes in regulations 

affecting Chinese immigration have 


been announced by the Government. |* 


Applicants for substitutional certif- 
cates must pay $25 In future and a fee 
of $10 will be charged by immigration 
officers for endorsing passports. 

Owners, agents or masters of ves- 
sels upon which Chinese are employ- 
ed, upon entering Canadian ports, in 
future must place cash bonds with 
immigration authorities as surety that 
the provisions of the Immigration Act 
will not be violated. For every Chi- 
nese employed on the vessel a bond 
of $1,000 will be required. While in 
port Chinese members of the crew will 
not be allowed to land. 

Other technical changes have been 
made in the regulations respecting 
Chinese in transit.- They provide 
for strict medical inspection at ports 
of entry and for bonds to be placed 
in the hands of immigration authori- 
ties by the transportation companies.

Tho last of the embargo on cattle 
from Canada has caused tho greatest 
activity in the different markets of 
Great Britain in the sense of addition- 
al preparations for the largely in- 
creased: shipments expected froin all 
parts of the Dominion. 

In order that these preparations may 
become widely known to all interest- 
ed in the export of store and butcher

The wide awake ex- 
porter must constantly bear in mind 
that he must investfgate the line of 
least resistance when getting his 
beasts to market in Britain and he will 
only have himself to blame.if he does 
not do this, and as a natural. conse- 
quence cut his costs to the minimum. 

The greatest meat eating area of 
Gregg Britain is in the north, and this 
is approached by way of the Salford 
Cattle Market, adjoining the City of 
Manchester. The most direct route 
to this market is to sail right up the 
Mersey and the Manchester Ship Can- 
al. This bare statement, however, 
does ndt convey much and it will be 
necessary to go into soma of the sal- 
jent advantages to the Ca jan ex- 
porter in the use of the Salford Cattle 
Market, 

Let it be known, therefore, that 19 
millions of people live within 100 
miles of Salford. This population 
represents more than the combined 
population of Canada and the Union of 
South Africa, and almost the half of 
the entire population of the British 
Isles. It is comprised of the notor- 
ious meat eating communities of Lan- 
cashire and the North. 

, To reach this community in the 
shortest space of time and at the least 
expense, the Canadian exporter should 
send his cattle right up the Manches- 
ter Ship Canal, thirty-five miles in- 
land. By this means’he will avoid 
unnecessary unloadings and reload- 
ings, extra dock charges and other ir- 
ritating and expensive delays which 
disembarking at the mouth of the 
Mersey entails. His cattle is also 
landed where the buyers from 100 
nearby towns regularly meet. 
other words he has reached the hub 
of British meat distribution, where the 
most complete facilities await him for 
unloading, selling or distribution. 
One point is that freight is no higher 
as a rule direct to Salford Market 
than to Liverpool’‘or any other port 
further removed from the vast army 
of meat consumers. 

The cattle boat is. berthed at a 
special Wharf frontage of 800 feet, 


provided with the most approved up-’ 


to-date facilities to lead the cattle to 
market, and to cash results. Ample 
lairage accommodation for 1,900 cattlé 
is avatlable, also for sheep, the build- 
ings beiing of good brick construction 
with slate roofs, Arrangements can 
be made on the spot for either pass- 
ing to grazing grounds or for going at 
once to market. The condition of 
the cattle, so important when offered 
to a butchers’ market, is advantage- 
ously affected Ay the simple landing 
arrangements, direct from the boat 
into the commodious lairages, with 
fresh bedding and plenty of ° fresn 
water and good fodder. ‘There is a 
vast difference between cattle in 
prime condition and the poor condition 
so often noticed after railway shunt- 
ing and terminal delaya. Enhanced 
prices and satisfaction to all concern- 
ed are the logical result in the former 
case, and disappointments in the 
latter, 

Salford Market can accommodate 
26,000 head of cattle at one time. The 
lairs have been officially pronounced 
as the finest in the country, Feeding 
and watering arrangements are per- 
fect, while an experienced veterinary 
is constantly in attendance.

New “Anvention May Revolutionize 
Sending and Receiving By 
Telegraph 
A new selective apparatus has been 
designed and patented by Irving Nac 
humsohn, a young Winnipeg electrical 
engineer, who is employed atthe pres- 
ent time as supervisor of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway telegraphs at 
Moose Jaw, Sask., which, it is stated, 
will revolutionize line telegraph send- 
ing and receiving apparatus and whl 
make it possible to send written mes- 
seges over the ordinary telephone con- 
nections. 
The apparatus consists of a new de- 
sign typewriter, electrically controll- 
edi and operated on the permutation 
code principle. The sender will sit 
down at his machine and type off a 
letter or message as he would on an 
ordinary typewriter and the receiving 
apparatus will record it in printed 
form.

Large Radio Stations Assist in Trans- 
“ mitting Time Signals 

-The whole earth is beginning to be 
fairly well harnessed up with net- 
works of both communication and 
measurement; much filling remains to 
be done, but above all the large links 
must be accuratCly measured. Orig- 
inaly the distances between the con- 
tinents could only be measured when 
cables were laid and it reculred: the 
undivided service of a whole cable 
during periods of time comparison-— 
an expensive process.
